The sudden death Tuesday of 
Madison County Clerk Debbie 
Saltich left friends and politi- 
cal leaders in shock with a 
sense of disbelief.

Unintentional injuries kill more children 
in the United States each year than all 
diseases: combined, but parents still are 
not taking the necessary precautions to 
keep their youngsters safe 

Many parents do not insist on helmets 

- when biking, do not lock guns in a secure 

place, do not use seat belts while driving 
and have not set their home hot-water 
temperature low enough to prevent 
scalding, according to a family safety 
survey by the National Safe Kids 
Campaign 

“There are so many problems out there 
that have no simple answers, but for 
childhood injury, we know how to save 
lives, we have simple solutions,” said

Seniors get ‘companions’ 


Program provides help t

Sally Birchfield now benefits from the Senior 


Companion Program she once served. 
Birchfield, a widow who had retired from 
Kingsway restaurant in Washington Park, 


decided to return to work after she heard about 


the program at the senior center apartment 
complex where she lived. 

She worked nearly five years providing 
companionship to other seniors in the federally 
funded program through Belleville Area 
College and Programs and Services for Older 
Persons 

About three years ago, Birchfield became ill 
and had to move in with her daughter in 
Hollywood Heights. At that time, she took 
advantage of what the program had to offer. 

“She was a great companion,” said Jerri 
Casson, Senior Companion Program fiel: 
coordinator. ‘Even though she is fortunate to 
have great support and care from her family, 
her children and grandchildren, she can’t be 
left alone.” 

The project, administered to more than 200 
clients with the service of some 110 
companions in Madison and St. Clair counties, 
benefits both the senior needing care and the 
companion, Casson said. 

“Tt can provide respite care for a care-giver 
who needs a few hours away or a visit for 
someone who needs company, and it provides 
help to supplement income for the companion 
Everyone benefits.” 

Lillian Burgess of Collinsville has been a 
senior companion for about six months. She 
read about the program in the newspaper. 

“T was tired of looking at four w: x 
Burgess said. “I worked in a nursing home for 
years and now I can do this.”’ 

Burgess, a great-grandmother, received 
about 40 hours of training. She now visits 
Birchfield twice a week and does a ‘“‘little of 


o elderly who need it 


“J help her with lunch or get her a drink,” 
she said. ‘Some days we just talk. You end up 
becoming good friends.” 

For Edith Calais of Caseyville, her Thursday 
visit with companion Wilma Vitale is an 
opportunity to go for a walk, now that the 
weather is nice. 

“I nearly went ballistic during the winter 
when. it got so cold.” Calais said. ‘‘I couldn’t 
get out. So we would sit and talk. When it gets 
like this, we like to take a walk to Caseyville 
Park.” 

Calais was referred to the Senior Companion 
Program by the Illinois Department on Aging 
after a series of health problems about four 
years ago 

“J got depressed, too,” she said. “It just hit 
me. My husband died in 1985; we had been 
married 43 years and I had several surgeries, 
enough to last me my entire life.” 

Vitale, a companion for three years, works 
as a companion four days a week, one day with 
Calais and the other days with a Troy woman 

“I was volunteering at the Cahokia Mounds 
when Jerry (Casson) recruited me to join,’’ she 
said. “And I’ve been doing this ever since.”’ 

She also volunteers one day a week with the 
Retired Volunteer Program and on Saturday at 
the ¥ox Theater in St. Louis. 

“You get attached to people,” she said. 
“Sometimes you don’t have to talk, just be 
there. The four hours are gone before I know 
it. With Edith, we both need to walk and it’s 
good for both of us.” 

The program always needs companions and 
seniors who may need companionship. 

_ Companions must be 60 years old and meet 
income requirements. 

Referrals for any senior needing care can 
come from family members or neighbors.

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THE LAW AND YOU

Does a business owner have a duty to pro- 
tect a patron from criminal activity after the 
patron leaves the business owner's property? 
Generally speaking, Illinois law imposes a duty 
to protect others from the criminal acts of third 
parties if a special relationship exists between 
the parties and if the criminal attack’ was 
reasonably foreseeable. 

Most would agree that a business owner has 
a duty to take reasonable action to protect his 
invitee from foreseeable injuries caused by 
third persons on the property. But what if the 
patron leaves the property? This question was 
addressed in a recent case before an Illinois 
Appellate Court 

In this case, the plaintiff was a customer ata 
tavern. Three men began “hassling” and “‘grab- 
bing” his girlfriend. The plaintiff approaches 
the men and told them to leave her alone, and 
the three men challenged him to_a fight in the 
parking lot. A few minutes later, the plaintiff 
left the tavern and encountered the three men 
with whom he had argued. Punches were ex- 
changed, and the men began wrestling in the 
parking lot. Eventually a woman who had been 
inside the bar left the bar and stashed a beer

bottle over the plaintiff's head. Finally, the 
plaintiff was stabbed on a public sidewalk. 


It is important to note that the_ plaintiff 
testified that the bar's employees watched the 
entire incident out the window. No one called 
the police and none of the bouncers attempted 
to stop the fight. The plaintiff also claimed that 
after the Int began, the owner of the bar 
ushered the other patrons out of the bar, which 
caused the fight to escalate. 


The Appellate Court in this case held that 
the duty of a tavern owner can extend even toa 
public sidewalk outside the premises under the 
right set of circumstances. The owners .ap- 
parently contributed to the altercation by sen- 
ding patrons out to join in the fracas. The court 
noted that the dispute here began inside the 
bar, which the owner apparently observed, and 
the brawl developed just outside the front door 
and continued for fifteen minutes while the 
owner and his employees watched outside the 
window. Under these circumstances, accor- 
ding to the Court, the owner was under the 


same duty as if the fight had occurred inside 
the bar.

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Belleville’s 
Born boxed 
under champ 


Upon reading of the March 
20 death of former world mid- 
dleweight boxing champion 
Tony Zale in Portage, Ind., I 
wondered how many folks 
turned a page after a ‘‘so- 
what?” related to the current 
state of affairs of professional 
boxing. 

Wire service accounts 
referred to Zale as the “Man 
of Steel’’ and to his three title 
bouts with Rocky Graziano, 
including a July 17, 1947, Joss 
before 18,000 in the Chicago 
Stadium that led to Rocky's 
book and movie ‘‘Somebody 
Up There Likes Me.”’ 

Unappreciated is the fact 
that Zale won two of the three 
fights with Graziano and fin- 
ished with a 67-18-2 record, 
including 44 knockouts, after 
losing to Marecal Cerdan in 
1948, 

Not mentioned in the radio 
and television reports of Zale’s 
death were items passed along 
to me by Ron Born, a Belle 
ville native who was stationed 
with Zale at the Great Lakes 
Naval Base in 1942. 

“Tony was our coach and a 
proat guy,”” Born mentioned of 

is early months in the Navy 
when Born was a 126-pound 
Great Lakes boxing champion. 

Because he was a pro, Zale 
could not compete in the 147- 
pound class, but as a coach he 
rought national recognition to 
the Great Lakes team that

“T was given an option to

In 1938, Born competed in

Learn About Your Friend's Illness 

“People can cope with what they 
know, but they cannot cope with what 
they don’t know,’’ I often say. 

You will be better equipped to help 
your friend if you take it upon your 
Self to learn about his illness. 

Consult medical reference books at 
your local library. Request informa 
tion from educational associations, 
such as the National Cancer Institute 
or the American Heart Association 
With your friend's consent, you might 
also talk to his physician { 

If you educate yourself about the 
illne: 
will be a more understanding listener 
when he wants to talk. You will also 
be more prepared for the, reality of 
the illness’s last stages

Be Compassionate 
Give your friend permission to 
express his feelings about the illness 
without fear of criticism. Learn from 


your friend; don’t instruct or set 
expectations about how he should 
respond. Think of yourself as some- 
one who “walks with” not “behind” 
or “‘in front of” the dying person. 
Never say, “I know how you feel.” 
You don’t. Comments like, “‘This is 
God’s will” or ‘‘Just be happy you 
have had a good life’” are not. con- 
structive.
